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This  piece  of  apparatus  is  designed  to  address 
the  need  to  provide  additional  water  to  the  remote 
areas  of  the  town.   The  cab  and  chassis  was  donated 
to  the  Center  Company  by  Bob  Whitcomb  of  Arthur 
Whitcomb,  Inc.   The  Center  Company  put  this  unit 
together  with  donations  from  many  area  businesses. 
The  unit  was  put  in  service  by  the  department  in  the 
summer  of  1989  and  carries  3,300  gallons  of  water 
adding  to  the  towns  overall  capacity  of  9,000  gallons 
of  water  on  wheels  ready  to  respond  to  an  emergency. 

After  much  discussion,  the  Center  Company 
decided  to  have  a  mural  of  the  Town's  antique 
steamer,  Carlton  Bridge  and  Mt.  Monadnock  painted  on 
the  tank.   It  was  painted  by  Jim  Laurier  and  the  gold 
leaf  lettering  was  done  by  Robert  Mali  la.   This  mural 
was  paid  for  by  the  Center  Company  with  funds  raised 
through  many  activities. 

To  purchase  this  piece  of  apparatus  new  today, 
would  cost  $  150,000  but  it  was  built  for 
approximately  $  20,000.   Hard  work  and  many  hours  of 
donated  time  allowed  the  town  to  add  to  its  fleet 
this  valuable  piece  of  equipment.    This  year  with 
this  truck  the  Center  Company  won  the  first  annual 
Philip  L.   Davis,  Sr.   Memorial  Trophy  in  the  Keene 
Fireman's  Parade  for  Best  Overall  Apparatus  with  a 
marching  unit. 

The  Center  Company  would  like  to  thank  everyone 
for  their  great  efforts  and  donations  in  making  this 
piece  of  apparatus  something  the  Town  of  Swanzey  can 
be  proud  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Town  continued  to  grow  in  1989,  although  at 
a  much  slower  rate  than  1988.   The  tax  base  increased 
$  6,390,211  to  $  216,780,751  or  approximately  3% 
compared  to  6%  the  previous  year.   We  expected  that 
our  tax  base  will  grow  moderately  in  1990  at  a  rate 
similar  to  1989's.    In  addition  to  growth  in  the  tax 
base,  the  town  expanded  its  road  network  with  the 
Selectmen  laying  out  as  public  highways  Bellview  and 
Barden  Circle,  C.L.  Lane,  a  portion  of  Oliver  Hill 
Road,  a  portion  of  Talbot  Hill  Road  and  a  portion  of 
Day  Road. 

In  June,  the  Town  acquired  title  to  the  Swanzey 
Lake  Dam  property.   After  discussions  with  the  State 
Water  Resources  Board,  it  was  decided  to  try  to 
repair  the  dam  ourselves  using  our  own  Highway 
Department.   After  Labor  Day  the  lake  was  drawn  down 
and,  with  the  advice  of  the  state  engineers,  work 
began.   Major  repairs  were  completed  and  the 
appearance  of  the  entire  area  improved  dramatically. 
Unfortunately,  over  the  winter  water  has  begun  to 
seep  through  the  east  side  of  the  dam  and  further 
work  will  be  necessary  in  Fall  of  1990  to  complete 
the  project.   The  Highway  Crew  received  glowing 
praise  from  the  state  for  the  job  which  was  done. 
We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  talented  road  agent 
and  crew  and  thank  them  all  for  their  efforts  on  this 
project. 

Issues  surrounding  disposal  of  our  solid  waste 
have  continued  to  occupy  our  agenda.   Over  the  past 
year  we  have  been  fortunate  in  our  participation  in 
the  "spot  market"  but  must  within  the  next  few  months 
make  a  long  term  commitment  which  will  guarantee  an 
outlet  to  dispose  of  our  waste.   At  this  time,  we 
are  negotiating  with  several  vendors  to  determine  who 
may  best  meet  our  long  term  needs  and  anticipate 
calling  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  late  spring  to 
request  ratification  of  a  contract  which  will  fulfill 
our  long  term  solid  waste  disposal  needs. 

The  Selectmen  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
our  thanks  to  the  numerous  people  who  volunteer  their 
time  and  energy  to  all  the  aspects  of  our  local 
government.   Reports  from  the  committees  and 
departments  of  the  town   are  included  in  this  annual 
report  and  summarizes  their  activities  and 
accomplishments  during  1989.

Amendment  No.  1.  Amend  Section  III  General  Provisions  Applicable 
to  All  Districts  to  include: 

17.  Advertising  Signs. 

All  advertising  signs  erected,  altered  or  moved  within  the  Town  of 
Swanzey  shall  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Swanzey  Planning  Board  under 
the  Site  Plan  Review  process  before  installation  or  alteration. 
The  following  specifications  shall  apply: 

a)  Maximum  size  for  a  freestanding  two  sided  sign  shall  be 
forty  (40)  square  feet.  Multiple  signs  shall  not  exceed  the 
maximum  size. 

b)  Number:  No  more  than  one  freestanding  sign  per  lot.  One 
sign  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  square  fee  may  be  attached  to  the 
building  for  each  individual  business  located  therein.  However,  if 
the  lot  fronts  on  more  than  one  road,  one  (1)  sign  is  permitted  on 
each  road. 

c)  Location:  No  closer  than  twenty  (20)  feet  from  an 
abutting  line  and  sited  as  to  not  obstruct  the  view  of  traffic. 

d)  Content:  Advertising  only  of  the  business  being  conducted 
on  the  premises  or  products  and  services  supplied  therein. 

e)  Lighting:  No  light  except  steady  white  light  for 
illumination. 

f)  Portable  signs  will  be  allowed  by  permit  for  a  maximum  of 
two  (2)  weeks.  No  more  than  two  (2)  permits  will  be  issued  to  the 
same  business  within  a  six  month  period. 

g)  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  grant  an  exception  to  the 
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above  regulations  if  the  sign  has  received  Site  Plan  approval  from 
the  Planning  Board,  and  meets  all  other  requirements  of  the  Swanzey 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

h)  This  section  does  not  apply  to  signs  existing  and 
permitted  as  of  the  date  of  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

COMMENT:  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  establish  minimum 
regulations  for  signs  within  the  Town.

A.  No  building  or  structure  in  any  district  shall  be  greater 
than  45  feet  with  the  following  exceptions:  1.  Buildings  of  the 
Town  of  Swanzey  or  their  agents  when  permitted  in  a  district  may  be 
erected  to  a  height  not  exceeding  sixty  (60)  feet,  and  churches  or 
temples  may  be  erected  to  a  height  not  exceeding  sixty-five  (65) 
feet  if  the  building  is  set  back  from  each  boundary  line  at  least 
one  foot  for  each  additional  two  feet  of  building  height  above  the 
height  limit  for  the  district  in  which  it  is  located.

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(9)  Educational,  governmental,  or 
religious  facility.

c.  Research  and  testing  laboratories 
devoted  to  the  research,  testing,  design,  and 
experimentation  of  products  and  processing  and 
fabrication  operations  that  are  incidental  thereto. 

d.  Printing  and  publishing  establishments. 

e.  Educational  activities. 

f.  Business  and  professional  offices. 
Lot  and  Area  Requi  rements 

a.  Minimum  lot  size  -  3  acres. 

b.  Minimum  frontage  -  225  feet. 
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c.   Maximum  lot  coverage  -  25  percent, 
including  parking  and  other  support  services. 

Special  Provisions 

There  shall  be  only  one  access  road  to  this 
zone,  and  that  shall  be  from  Rte.  10;  in  addition, 
there  shall  be  no  direct  access  from  Rte.  10  to  any 
lots  that  front  on  Rte.   10.   Access  to  such  lots 
shall  be  via  the  aforementioned  access  road  or  an 
interior  service  road. 

Special  Setback  (Buffer  Stri  p)  Provisions . 
Where  this  industrial  zone  abuts  any 
residential  district,  the  required  front,  side  and/or 
rear  yard  setbacks  shall  be  100  feet.   In  addition, 
there  shall  be  a  50  foot  setback  for  all  lots 
abutting  Rte.  10,  and  a  50  foot  setback  for  all  lots 
fronting  on  interior  roads. 

Within  the  industrial  zone  there  shall  be 
40-foot  buffer  strips  adjacent  to  all  property  lines 
except  where  an  interior  lot  abuts  a  residential  zone 
and  is  subject  to  the  100-foot  buffer  strip.

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commercial  activities  can  be  conducted  or  developed 
without  creating  undesirable  situations. 

Amendment  No.  3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
Amendment  No.  3  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To  add  a  requirement  for  a  Certificate  of 
Occupancy  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

A  Certificate  of  Occupancy  is  required  prior  to 
the  occupation  or  use  of  a  structure.   All  of  the 
following  must  be  inspected  or  approved  before  a 
Certificate  of  Occupancy  will  be  issued.   This 
includes  all  new  residential  and  non-residential 
structures  plus  renovations  or  additions  to  any  non- 
residential or  multi-family  structures: 

a.  Wiring  -  A  statement  signed  by  a 
licensed  electrician  that  the  wiring  meets  all  state 
codes. 

b.  Plumbing  -  A  statement  signed  by  a 
licensed  plumber  that  the  plumbing  has  been  installed 
according  to  all  state  codes. 

c.  Fire  Inspection  -  A  statement  signed  by 
the  Town  Fire  Prevention  Officer  regarding 
installation  of  smoke  detectors  at  all  levels; 
inspection  of  chimney  clearances  and  height  above 
roof;  and  installation  of  furnace,  wood  stoves  and 
fireplaces,  where  regulated. 

d.  A  statement  from  the  Town  Road  Agent  or 
State  Highway  Department  that  the  driveway  entrances 
have  been  completed  to  specifications  on  driveway 
permit. 

e.  Operational  approval  for  the  Septic 
System  from  W.S.P.C.C. 

Certificates  of  Occupancy  will  be  issued  by 
the  Selectmen  (or  their  designee). 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  assure 
compliance  with  all  minimum  state  and  local  standards 
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prior  to  the  occupancy  of  any  structure. 

Amendment  No.  4.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
Amendment  No.  4  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
the  Swanzey  Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To  add  or  change  Section  XVI,  Flood  Plain 
District  Regulations  adding  several  new  definitions. 

a.  By  adding  alphabetically,  a  definition  of 
"Alluvial  Fan"  to  read  as  follows: 

"Alluvial  Fan"  means  a  geomorphologic 
feature  characterized  by  a  cone  or  fan-shaped  deposit 
of  boulders,  gravel,  and  fine  sediments  that  have 
been  eroded  from  mountain  slopes,  transported  by 
flood  flows,  and  then  deposited  on  the  valley  floors, 
and  which  is  subject  to  flash  flooding,  high  velocity 
flows,  debris  flows,  erosion,  sediment  movement  and 
deposition,  and  channel  migration. 

b.  By  adding,  alphabetically,  a  definition  of 
"Apex"  to  read  as  follows: 

"Apex"  means  the  point  of  highest  elevation 
on  an  alluvial  fan,  which  on  undisturbed  fans  is 
generally  the  point  where  the  major  stream  that 
formed  the  fan  emerges  from  the  mountain  front. 

c.  By  adding  to  the  definition  of  "development" 
after  the  word  "operations"  the  words  "or  storage  of 
equipment  or  materials." 

d.  By  adding,  alphabetically,  a  definition  of 
"Historic  structure" 

"Historic  Structure"  means  any  structure 
that  is: 

(1)  Listed  individually  in  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  (a  listing  maintained  by 
the  Department  of  Interior)  or  preliminarily 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as 
meeting  the  requirements  for  individual  listing  on 
the  National  Register; 
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(2)  Certified  or  preliminarily  determined  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  contributing  to  the 
historical  significance  of  a  registered  historic 
district  or  a  district  preliminarily  determined  by 
the  Secretary  to  qualify  as  a  registered  historic 

di  stri  ct ; 

(3)  Individually  listed  on  a  state  inventory 
of  historic  places  in  states  with  historic 
preservation  program  which  have  been  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Interior;  or 

(4)  Individually  listed  on  a  local  inventory 
of  historic  places  in  communities  with  historic 
preservation  programs  that  have  been  certified 

ei  ther : 

(a)  By  an  approved  state  program  as 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or 

(b)  Directly  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  in  states  without  approved  programs. 

e.  By  revising  the  definition  of  "New 
Construction"  to  read  as  follows: 

"New  construction"  means,  for  the  purposes 
of  determining  insurance  rates,  structures  for  which 
the  "start  of  construction"  commenced  on  or  after  the 
effective  date  of  an  initial  FIRM  or  after  December 
31,  1974,  whichever  is  later,  and  includes  any 
subsequent  improvements  to  such  structures.   For 
flood  plain  management  purposes,  "new  construction" 
means  structures  for  which  the  "start  of 
construction"  commenced  on  or  after  the  effective 
date  of  a  flood  plain  management  regulation  adopted 
by  a  community  and  includes  any  subsequent 
improvements  to  such  structures. 

f .  By  adding  to  the  definition  of  "start  of 
construction"  after  the  word  "reconstruction,"  the 
words  "rehabilitation,  addition",  and  by  adding  the 
following  sentence  at  the  end  of  the  definition: 
"For  a  substantial  improvement,  the  actual  start  of 
construction  means  the  first  alteration  of  any  wall, 
ceiling,  floor,  or  other  structural  part  of  a 
building,  whether  or  not  that  alteration  affects  the 
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external  dimensions  of  the  building." 

g.   By  adding,  alphabetically,  a  definition  of 
"Substantial  Damage"  to  read  as  follows: 

"Substantial  damage"  means  damage  of  any 
origin  sustained  by  a  structure  whereby  the  cost  of 
restoring  the  structure  to  its  before  damaged 
condition  would  equal  or  exceed  50  percent  of  the 
market  value  of  the  structure  before  the  damage 
occurred . 

The  purpose  of  this  change  is  to  retain 
compliance  with  Federal  Flood  Plain  regulations. 

Amendment  No  5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of 
Amendment  #  5  as  proposed  by  petition  for  the  Swanzey 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  follows: 

To   change  the  zoning  regulation  within  1,000 
feet  of  Swanzey  Lake  from  one  acre  to  three  acre 
zone . 

The  purpose  of  this  change  is  to  protect  the 
environment  and  quality  of  the  water  of  Swanzey  Lake 
Such  a  change  would  better  protect  the  already  aging 
lake  from  the  dangers  inherent  in  increased  use  of 
phosphates  in  additional  septic  systems.

Members  of  the  Swanzey  Police  Department  would 
like  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Swanzey  for 
their  help  and  for  their  support  throughout  the  year. 
It  is  always  a  success  when  we  are  able  to  work 
together  to  provide  a  better  environment  in  which  to 
1  i  ve. 

A  special  THANKS  goes  to  a  man  who  has  dedicated 
his  life  providing  this  community  with  a  safer  and 
better  place  to  live;  FIRE  CHIEF  HENRY  JOHNSON.   Sir, 
we  all  salute  you. 

The  Swanzey  Police  received  4,968  calls  for 
service  during  1989  resulting  in  the  following 
investi  gations: 

We  handled  two  hundred  seventeen  auto  accidents 
and  investigated  seventeen  burglaries.   There  were 
eighty-three  thefts  and  thirty-seven  bad  check  cases. 
The  Police  investigated  fourteen  assaults  with  one 
being  a  aggravated  felonious  sexual  case.   We 
responded  to  one  hundred  and  seven  family  domestics. 
The  Officers  made  nine  felony  arrests  and  one  hundred 
sixty-five  misdemeanor  arrests,  of  which  40  of  these 
were  Driving  while  under  the  influence.   We  observed 
one  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-one  traffic 
violations  and  traffic  citations  were  issued  to  five 
hundred  thirty-four  of  them. 

It  is  because  of  the  needs  of  this  Community  for 
police  services  that  it  is  now  necessary  to  begin  to 
move  to  provide  a  twenty-four  hour  active  patrol . 
This  is  why  the  Police  Budget  is  showing  a  dramatic 
increase  in  its  total  over  last  year.   This  increase 
is  to  cover  the  cost  of  hiring  two  additional  full 
time  patrol  officers  to  cover  the  Town  of  Swanzey  on 
a  full  time  basis  using  the  current  part  time 
officers  to  still  provide  part  of  the  coverage  on  the 
evening  shifts.   In  1991,  we  plan  to  add  a  another 
full  time  officer  to  complete  the  move  to  a  twenty- 
four  hour  active  patrol.   It  is  my  opinion  that  this 
additional  manpower  will  cover  the  needs  of  Swanzey 
for  several  years  provided  that  factors  such  as 
growth  and  part  time  officer  participation  continue 
at  current  levels.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires.   The 
three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires 
kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Warden,  children  and  debris  burning  fires  that 
escaped  control.   All  these  causes  are  preventable, 
but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials 
with  forest  fire  prevention.   By  New  Hampshire  State 
Law  (RSA  224:27b),  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn 
or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material,  except  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  f i  rst  obtai  ning 
a  written  f i  re  permit  from  the  Forest  Fi  re  Warden  at 
the  Town  where  the  burni  ng  js  to  be  done. " 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  and  the  other  burning  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in 
jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  paying  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands  assisted  many  towns  in  wildland  fire 
suppression  during  1989  including  several  large  fires 
in  Allenstown,  Alton,  Chesterfield,  Concord  areas,  as 
well  as  the  100  acre  fire  on  Mt.  Belknap  in  Gilford.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

Swanzey  continued  to  grow  in  1989  as  we  issued  40  driveway 
permits  and  took  over  maintenance  on  several  new  roads.  The 
unusually  icy  winter  required  nearly  800  tons  of  salt  and  over  3000 
cubic  yards  of  sand  to  keep  our  roads  and  streets  clear.   Lack  of 
snow  kept  our  cutting  edge  costs  down,  but  everyone  would  rather 
see  snow  than  ice  storms.  We  also  had  many  frozen  culverts  and 
ditches. 

Heavy  rains  kept  us  busy  rebuilding  shoulders  and  unpluging 
crossover  pipes.  Road  sealing  was  down  to  a  minimum  in 
anticipation  of  a  major  expenditure  on  rehabilitation  of  Eaton  Road 
in  1990.  We  need  to  raise  considerable  money  to  accomplish  this 
project. 

The  Highway  Department  garage  now  has  a  fire  and  burglar  alarm 
system.  Major  repairs  were  made  to  the  overhead  doors  and  this 
year  a  new  or  overlay  of  the  existing  roof  is  necessary.  An 
addition  to  the  garage  should  be  considered  in  the  near  future. 

Oliver  Hill  Road  has  been  straightened  and  widened,  as  well  as 
a  portion  of  Cram  Hill  Road.  California  Brook  Road  is  greatly 
improved  with  the  development  that  is  going  in  there.  Our  dirt 
road  maintenance  (grading)  suffered  this  fall  due  to  a  breakdown  of 
equipment  and  an  injured  operator,  causing  some  unpleasantness 
which  we  apologize  for.  Carlton  Road  Bridge  was  reopened  after 
temporary  repairs  were  made,  although  later  than  hoped  for.   Large 
boulders  were  dug  out  of  Marcy  Hill  Road  to  make  it  less  rough. 

When  the  town  agreed  to  take  over  ownership  of  Swanzey  Lake 
Dam,  we  also  inherited  the  repair  order  issued  by  the  Water 
Resources  Board.  After  meeting  with  the  engineers  and  reaching  a 
mutual  agreement  on  how  to  repair  the  dam,  we  decided  the  highway 
department  personnel  could  do  the  job  with  the  assistance  of  a 
large  rented  excavator.  Although  some  dewatering  problems  were 
anticipated,  we  were  very  fortunate  in  getting  the  repairs  made 
expeditiously  and  at  a  great  savings  over  the  estimated  cost.  Our 
Highway  Department  people  did  a  great  job  and  are  also  proud  to 
have  done  this.  Another  example  of  the  diversity  of  the 
department. 

We  attended  a  Municipal  Association  Training  Program  at 
Hinsdale  Highway  Department  on  signing  and  traffic  control,  an  open 
house  at  New  England  Equipment,  and  the  Good  Roads  Show. 

Even  with  the  apparent  economic  slow  down,  we  still  foresee 
some  growth  in  our  road  network  with  several  scheduled  to  be  taken 
over  to  maintain  this  year.  These,  however,  because  of  the  way  it 
is  required  they  be  constructed,  should  be  maintenance  free  other 
than  in  the  winter,  for  some  years.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Swanzey  Conservation  Commission  is  comprised 
of  seven  members  and  two  alternates.   The  purpose  of 
the  Commission  is  the  promotion  and  development  of 
our  natural  resources  and  protection  of  our  watershed 
resources. 

Our  Board  has  worked  closely  with  local,  county 
and  state  officials  in  promoting  and  protecting  our 
natural  resources.   We  have  closely  monitored  state- 
wide radon  reports  conducted  in  Swanzey,  and 
forwarded  the  results  to  the  town  health  officer  and 
the  selectmen.   We  have  worked  with  the  town  on  the 
dredge  and  fill  reports  resulting  from  repairs  on  the 
Ice  Pond  and  on  Swanzey  Lake.   Our  commission  has 
spent  many  hours  working  with  other  boards  on  the 
proposed  reconstruction  and  relocation  of  runway  329 
at  Di 1 lant-Hopkins  airport.   Other  commission  work 
has  included  procuring  greenery  for  the  Recycling 
Center  and  sponsoring  Swanzey  students  for  a  week- 
long  conservation  camp. 

We  continue  with  our  regular  task  of  reviewing 
all  dredge  and  fill  permits,  working  as  consultants 
to  the  Planning  Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment  with 
environmental  issues  surrounding  development,  and 
assisting  to  develop  the  updating  of  our  town's 
Master  Plan.   The  Ashuelot  River  remains  a  focus  for 
protection  and  enhancement  as  a  resource  for  Swanzey 
residents.   Our  commission  has  sponsored  workshops 
for  the  Conservation  Commissions  of  Richmond,  Keene , 
Winchester  and  Marlborough  on  the  Ashuelot 
groundwater,  floodplains  and  protection. 

As  open  areas  and  wetlands  become  subject  to 
changes,  we  hope  to  provide  input  and  planning  to 
maintain  them  at  their  best  potential  in  light  of 
resource  management.   With  this  has  come  an  increased 
awareness  of  Swanzey's  interrelation  to  the  region, 
especially  in  terms  of  water  resources.

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LAND  CONSERVATION  INVESTMENT  PROGRAM  TASK  FORCE 

The  LCIP  Task  Force  of  Swanzey,  organized  in  April  1988,  will 
have  served  slightly  more  than  two  years  when  the  state-wide 
Conservation  Investment  program  ends  on  June  30,  1990.  The  purpose 
of  the  local  Task  Force,  as  reported  last  year,  is  to  inventory  the 
natural  resources  of  Swanzey,  and  to  preserve  and/or  protect  the 
most  valuable  either  by  outright  acquisition  (using  a  "matching- 
grant"  formula  stipulated  by  the  State  LCIP),  or  by  "conservation 
easement"  (purchasing  development  rights  to  a  property  while 
leaving  ownership  in  private  hands). 

The  Town  of  Swanzey  has  supported  the  work  of  this  committee 
handsomely,  appropriating  $30,000  at  two  successive  Town  Meetings 
as  "seed  money"  for  land  acquisitions  and  associated  costs  (surveys 
and  appraisals,  legal  fees,  etc.).  This  figure  represents  one  of 
the  highest  support  levels  of  any  town  in  New  Hampshire. 

As  of  this  writing  (January),  the  Task  Force  has  not  yet 
committed  those  funds  to  a  purchase.  We  have  met  37  times  over  20 
months,  held  three  public  forums,  conducted  12  site  tours,  and 
negotiated  with  more  than  a  dozen  landowners.  We  have  three 
properties  which  qualify  as  "matches"  for  an  eventual  major 
acquisition;  the  Muster  property  in  West  Swanzey,  the  Swanzey  Lake 
dam  site,  and  the  summit  of  Honey  Hill.  But  our  hoped  for  purchase 
continues  to  elude  us.  For  half  our  term,  we  competed  in  a  booming 
real  estate  market  and  appraisal  figures  on  some  of  our  less 
devel op-worthy  sites  (including,  as  they  often  did,  slopes  or 
wetlands)  disappointed  landowner  expectations.  We  remain,  however, 
"willing  buyers"  looking  for  willing  (appropriate)  sellers. 

Our  goal,  set  at  the  outset  by  the  Conservation  Commission  of 
Swanzey,  remains  unchanged:  "to  preserve  the  natural  beauty,  rural 
character,  natural  resources,  and  high  quality  of  life  in  Swanzey," 
specifically  defined  in  the  following  four  objectives: 

1.  To  protect  the  Ashuelot  River  and  its  tributaries  by 
establishing  a  500  foot  greenway  on  each  shoreline; 

2.  To  preserve  prime  agricultural  lands; 

3.  To  protect  the  watershed  for  Swanzey  Lake; 

4.  To  add  to  existing  forest  land  in  town. 

Task  Force  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  we  welcome  all 
ideas  or  proposals  which  might  advance  our  mandated  objectives.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

As  usual  all  phases  of  recreation  had  another 
busy  year. 

Work  at  Lane  Field  is  progressing  slowly,  but 
we  do  have  loam  ready  for  the  first  field  as  soon  as 
it  is  graded. 

Brown  field  had  two  emergency  projects  to 
attend  to  this  year.   One,  the  installation  of  a  net 
to  stop  foul  balls  from  going  onto  Mr.  Whipples' 
property.   Considerable  money  was  spent  to  accomplish 
this.   Also  the  well  stopped  producing  water.   We 
elected  to  hook  up  to  the  Town  water  system  instead 
of  digging  another  well.   This  proved  to  be  very 
helpful  since  we  need  more  volume  to  help  get  the 
sewage  to  the  main  trunk  line. 

Richardson  Park  was  busy  as  usual.   We  put  fill 
under  the  main  building  so  that  we  could  use  this 
area  for  storage  during  the  Winter  months.   A  new 
well  tile  was  installed  which  will  make  opening  and 
closing  easier  in  the  Spring  and  Fall. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  vandalism  at  all  three 
facilities  this  year,  causing  very  expensive 
replacement  and  repairs.   At  Brown  field  the 
concession  stand  was  broken  into;  the  dugouts  were 
damaged  and  lights  were  broken  at  a  cost  of  over 
$300.00.   Lane  field  concession  stand  was  also  broken 
into;  food  and  supplies  were  stolen  and  fences 
damaged. 

Richardson  Park  was  very  hard  hit  this  year. 
The  entire  plumbing  was  ripped  out  of  the  men's 
bathroom;  repair  cost  $300.00.   Several  lights  were 
damaged  and  broken.   Picnic  tables  were  stolen  and 
some  damaged  beyond  repair.   Halloween  vandals  spray 
painted  graffiti  over  the  entire  pavilion.   Someone 
is  also  using  this  area  as  their  personal  dump! 

We  would  like  to  thank  Dick  and  Dot  Toomey  for 
the  excellent  job  they  have  done  for  the  past  two 
years. 

Our  problem  with  after-hours  parties  at 
Richardson  Park  was  improved  this  year  because  of 
better  coverage  provided  by  our  police  department. 
Thank  you  gentlemen  for  the  fine  coverage. 

The  Soccer  program  is  still  very  successful  and 
provides  about  three  hundred  fifty  participants  with 
some  early  training.

Two  new  programs  which  were  sponsored  this 
year,  but  with  no  money  budgeted,  were  skiing  and 
self-defense  classes. 

New  projects  or  forms  of  recreation  can  be  added 
if  organized  groups  bring  their  request  to  the 
committee  before  budgets  are  turned  in  for  the  coming 
year.   The  committee  usually  does  the  budget  in 
November.   The  committee  worked  on  Capital 
improvement,  that  is  proposing  projects  over  a  six 
year  period.   This  will  help  project  future  costs. 

Brown  Field  was  well  used  this  year  in  spite  of 
the  lack  of  water  and  having  to  use  portable 
facilities  for  part  of  the  season.   Thirteen  men's 
team  and  four  women's  teams  used  the  field  and 
brought  home  the  "B"  League  Championship  and  "C" 
League  State  Championship  and  several  other  titles.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Because  of  the  many  hours  of  work  and  fund 
raising  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  the  Library 
Trustees,  the  second  floor  of  the  library  has  been 
refurbished  with  draperies,  paint  and  refinished 
floor.   So  it  is  a  warm,  inviting  place  for  the  many 
programs  and  meetings  held  at  the  library.   The 
Friends  also  purchased  a  new  screen  for  the  showing 
of  movie  and  slide  programs. 

Beginning  with  January  2,  1990,  all  patrons  are 
being  re-registered,  and  individual,  numbered  library 
cards  are  issued  to  each  person  using  the  library 
beginning  with  the  children  in  kindergarten.   This  is 
an  effort  to  protect  individuals'  "Right  to  Privacy". 

"Traveling  through  Storyland"  was  the  theme  of 
the  Summer  Reading  Program  with  more  than  100 
children  enrolled.   The  program  ended  with  a  Mad 
Hatter's  Tea  Party  and  Story  Teller,  Kathy  Shanks. 
Monday  Night  at  the  Movies  had  an  attendance  of  244 
and  90  children  participated  in  the  Story  Hours  given 
by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.   The  annual  ringing  of 
the  Library  Bell  on  July  4th  brought  24  persons  to 
ring  the  bell.   Classes  from  Wilcox  and  Mt.  Caesar 
schools  regularly  come  to  the  library  to  borrow 
books. 

Some  statistics  are:   Books  borrowed  -  13,920; 
magazines  -  764;  books  with  tapes  -  200;  puzzles  - 
284;  number  of  people  coming  into  the  library  -  7664; 
reference  questions  -623;  programs,  meetings,  story 
hours,  films,  etc.  -  46  with  an  attendance  of  881;  48 
class  visits  and  750  children. 

All  residents  of  Swanzey  are  eligible  to  obtain 
a  library  card  and  invited  to  register.   Although  we 
are  very  cramped  for  space,  there  is  something  of 
interest  for  all  ages. 

169  new  patrons  were  registered  to  use  the 
library  in  1989.

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SWANZEY  HISTORICAL  COMMITTEE 

At  our  annual  meeting  in  May  it  was  voted,  in 
the  affirmative,  to  change  our  officers  to  President, 
Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.   Those  four 
and  J.   Michael  Gomarlo  will  make  up  the  Board  of 
Directors.   However,  any  Committee  members  have  the 
right  to  request  a  special  meeting  if  they  feel  it  is 
necessary.   On  June  16th,  the  Board  met  with  Carol 
Jenkins,  and  as  a  result  Carol  will  be  doing 
publ icity . 

This  past  year  was  a  very  busy  one.   In  addition 
to  being  a  Museum,  we  also  serve  as  an  information 
center,  and  offer  our  facilities  to  any  non-profit 
organization  for  meetings,  etc.,  at  no  charge.   We 
are  also  trying  to  work  with  local  businesses  and/or 
organizations  and  assist  them  in  whatever  way 
possible.   As  examples  we  presented  a  program  at 
Pilgrim  Pines,  last  April,  on  the  history  of  Swanzey. 
We  are  assisting  the  Old  Homestead  by  selling  coffee 
mugs  for  them,  and  we  loaned  our  photographs  of  Keene 
to  Colony  Mill  for  display. 

Our  season  runs  from  mid-May  through  mid-October 
and  we  are  also  open  evenings  and  during  the  winter 
months  by  request.   Each  year  we  try  to  have  some 
special  events  that  are  open  to  the  public,  at  no 
charge.   This  year  the  school  children  again  held 
their  Science  Fair  at  the  Museum.   This  consisted  of 
several  handmade  items,  from  both  state  and  local 
history,  plus  a  special  program  for  parents  one 
afternoon  after  school.   Those  who  had  children 
taking  part  in  this  exhibit  should  be  very  proud  of 
their  young  people.   For  the  second  year  we  joined 
neighboring  towns  and  participated  in  the  Quilt 
Exhibit.   The  attendance  was  excellent  (165  visitors 
in  two  days)  and  the  exhibit  brought  many  favorable 
comments.   Also,  for  the  second  year  there  were  cast 
members  from  the  Old  Homestead  present  to  answer  any 
questions  our  visitors  might  have.   In  August,  Claude 
and  Margaret  Smead,  owners  of  Smead  Basket  Factory, 
gave  a  basket  weaving  demonstration.   Events  for  this 
season  concluded  with  a  slide  presentation  on  Alaska, 
hosted  by  Frank  Worcester. 

Our  attendance  increased  another  30%  this  year 
and  we  welcomed  1,875  visitors,  making  a  grand  total 
of  approximately  4,400.   These  represent  forty-two 
states,  seventy  New  Hampshire  towns,  as  well  as 
foreign  countries. 

The  season  theme  was  Favorite  Things  and  several 
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people  shared  with  us  items  from  their  varied 
collections.   We  displayed  antique  firearms,  Indian 
artifacts,  bells,  handmade  cannon,  glassware, 
miniature  trains,  old  Bibles,  railroad  memorabilia, 
baskets,  antique  dolls,  owls,  elephants  and  hand 
decorated  woodenware.   As  a  gift,  we  received  a  scale 
model  of  the  West  Swanzey  railroad  station  -  1910  -, 
made  by  Jim  Rose,  with  only  a  few  post  cards  as 
guides.   Our  youngest  donor  was  six,  the  oldest 
ei  ghty-six. 

Labor  Day  weekend  we  honored  our  4,000th  visitor. 
A  completely  accurate  count  is  impossible,  as  some  do 
not  sign,  and  locally  made  gift  items  were  given  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ted  Garner  of  Tacoma,  Washington,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Bowers  of  Berryville,  Virginia. 

Although  not  actually  connected  with  the  Museum, 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  our  covered 
bridges.   Maps  are  distributed  to  visitors  and  we 
sell  post  cards  and  coffee  mugs  as  well. 

Volunteers  have  attended  seminars  several  times 
this  year  at  their  own  expense  to  learn  various 
museum  techniques.   At  the  Museum  itself  we  have  up- 
graded our  security  system  and  have  had  some  cabinets 
built  that  will  give  us  much  needed  storage  space. 

Before  Christmas  we  received  a  financial 
donation  from  the  Westport-West  Swanzey  Improvement 
Association  which  will  enable  us  to  make  a  few 
purchases  -  such  as  pictures,  or  other  Swanzey 
memorabilia  that  we  can  add  to  our  collection. 

We  do  depend  heavily  on  donations,  but  we  have 
started  a  Gift  Corner  where  we  sell  post  cards, 
coffee  mugs,  miscellaneous  items,  railroad  lanterns 
and  covered  bridge  drawings  with  all  proceeds  going 
to  the  Museum's  general  fund. 

We  would  again  like  to  thank  all  who  have  helped 
us  this  year.   Unfortunately,  we  lost  two  of  our 
hostesses  this  year  -  Lucille  Roosa  has  moved  out  of 
the  area,  and  Doris  Cart land  passed  away  very 
suddenly. 

Plans  are  well  under  way  for  1990  and  we  hope 
each  of  you  will  be  able  to  visit  with  us  soon.

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SEWER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT  1989 

In  1989,  the  West  Swanzey  Sewer  Plant  acquired  51  new  users  to 
offset  operation  and  maintenance  costs. 

Test  equipment  at  the  plant  was  updated  to  handle  increased 
test  requirements,  more  efficiency  and  to  sample  for  industrial 
wastes. 

For  the  third  straight  year,  electricity  use  at  the  plant  was 
substantially  reduced.  This  is  primarily  attributable  to  the 
operation  of  the  lagoon  aeration  system  over  the  last  four  years. 
The  payback  time  for  these  improvements  will  be  reduced  even  more 
as  rates  increase.

There  being 
no  other  nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Mr.  Lawrence  was  declared 
duly  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Under  Article  1  -  On  motion  of  Wally  Yardley,  seconded  by  Louise 
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Wright,  Bob  Cornwell  was  nominated  as  Commissioner  of  the  Precinct 
for  one  year  and  the  oath  of  office  was  administered. 


On  motion  of  Gus,  seconded  by  Caleb  Wright,  Irene  Underwood  was 
nominated  as  Treasurer  for  the  Precinct.  There  being  no  other 
nominations,  by  voice  vote,  Irene  Underwood  was  declared  duly 
elected  and  subsequently  took  the  oath  of  office. 

On  motion  of  Caleb  Wright,  seconded  by  Bob  Cornwell,  Gus  Lerandeau 
was  nominated  Secretary  for  the  term  of  one  year.

Under  Article  4  -  There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before 
the  meeting,  on  motion  of  Gus  Lerandeau,  seconded  by  Bob  Cornwell 
it  was  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn.
